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ABSTRACT 


In  this  quarter,  Professor  R.  J.  Rummel,  the  Principal  Investigator 
and  Director  of  the  project  initiated  research  on  a  book  which  will 
Integrate  and  present  the  major  work  done  by  the  project. 

During  this  quarter  the  project's  major  effort  went  into  data 
collection.  As  a  result,  more  than  90  percent  of  the  data  was  collected 
by  the  end  of  the  quarter.

INTRODUCTION 


This  fifteenth  quarterly  report  is  divided  into  seven  sections. 

The  first  describes  the  analyses  initiated  and  completed  during  the 
quarter;  the  results  of  special  significance  are  highlighted.  Method¬ 
ological  problems  faced  during  the  analyses  along  with  any  computer 
programs  that  have  been  written  or  revised  during  the  quarter  are 
discussed  in  the  second  section.  In  this  and  the  previous  section, 
technical  terms  and  discussions  are  avoided  where  possible.  The  third 
section  describes  the  data  collections  begun  and  completed  during  the 
quarter.  Current  personnel,  personnel  commitments  made  and  consultation 
are  noted  in  the  fourth  section.  Project  activities  are  discussed  in  the 
fifth  section  and  the  sixth  section  covers  project  publications,  research 
reports,  and  monographs  in  preparation  and  completed.  The  final  section 
delineates  changes  in  the  DON  budget,  status  of  subcontracts,  and  expend¬ 
itures  to  date.  K 


I.  ANALYSES 


During  this  quarter,  the  principal  investigator  has  begun  research 
on  a  book  which  will  relate  DON’s  results  and  theory  to  the  problems  of  a 
central  nuclear  war,  and  the  alternative  recommendations  for  dealing  with 
it,  e.g.,  arms  control,  mutual  disarmament,  balance  of  power,  functionalis’i 
integrationism,  strengthening  the  United  Nations,  etc.

the  DON  Project  wrought  that  enables  us  to  say  anything  about  the  probability 
and  conditions  of  a  central  war,  and  the  means  of  lessening  this  probability. 


II.  METHODOLOGY  AND  COMPUTER  PROGRAMS 

revi8ltin  of  the  computer  program  write-up  for  the  MODULAR  FACTOR 
ANALYSIS  PACKAGE  developed  by  Charles  Wall  has  been  done.  The  write-up 
will  be  published  as  DON  Research  Report  No.  83  during  the  next  quarter. 

Work  on  the  CODE  0991  PROCEDURE  was  continued.  This  will  be 
published  as  DON  Research  Report:  No.  84. 
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III.  DATA 

During  this  quarter,  highest  priority  was  given  to  the  data  collection 
job.  A  special  task  force  of  all  research  assistants,  one  graduate  assistant, 
and  five  work-study  students  was  formed  to  speed  up  data  collection.  The 
target  date  for  data  collection  for  five  selected  time  points  (1950,  1955, 

1960,  1963,  and  1965)  is  the  end  of  next  quarter  (March  31,  1972; .

IV.  PERSONNEL 

4.1  Project  Director 

Professor  R.  J.  Rummel,  Director  of  DON,  initiated  research  on  a  book 
which  will  subsume  all  major  empirical  work  done  by  the  project  in  the  past 
ten  years  (for  more  details,  see  I.  of  this  report). 


4.2  Assistant  Director 

Dr.  Sang-Woo  Rhee,  Assistant  Director  of  DON,  has  directed  the  data 
collection  effort  all  through  the  quarter. 

During  this  period,  Dr.  Rhee  has  begun  a  cross-time  analysis  of  the 
relationship  between  a  nation's  verbal  communication  toward  other  nations  and 
the  attribute  distances  for  the  corresponding  dyads  of  nations.  For  this 
research,  he  selected  Communist  China  as  the  actor  nation  and  nine  nations 
including  the  USA,  the  USSR  and  JAPAN  as  the  object  nations. 


Daca  for  attribute  distances  were  collected  for  seventeen  years 
(1950-1966)  for  thirty-one  variables.  Data  collection  for  Chinese  ver  a 
communication  has  just  begun. 
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Dr.  Rhee  also  wrote  three  short  articles  for  the  Chosun  Ilbo,  a 
Korean  dally  newspaper  published  In  Seoul,  Korea:  "Communist  China's 
Relations  With  the  Powers";  "Communist  China's  Foreign  Behavior~-Ten  Years 
From  Now,"  and  "Maoism  and  Communist  China's  Foreign  Behavior." 


4.3  Associate  Researcher 

Professor  George  Kent's  major  effort  during  the  quarter  was  devoted  to 
preparation  of  a  new  manuscript  on  "Prescribing  Foreign  Policies,"  soon  to  be 
released  as  a  DON  Research  Report.  He  also  worked  on  organizing  a  Peace 
Studies  Section  for  the  International  Studies  Association,  and  made  prepara¬ 
tions  for  a  conference  on  World  Order  Models  Design  to  be  held  in  July  1972, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  World  Law  Fund.  His  essay  on  "The  Application  of 
Peace  Studies"  was  published  during  this  period  in  the  Journal  of  Conflict 
Resolution. 


4.4  Research  Assistants 

Four  research  assistants  have  worked  for  the  project  during  this 
period.  Chang-Yoon  Choi,  John  Mcllroy,  Edward  Schwerin,  and  Peter  Sybinsky, 
all  graduate  students  working  for  their  PH.Ds  in  international  relations, 
were  engaged  in  preparing  jobs  for  data  analyses  scheduled  in  the  next 
quarter. 

Also  three  un-paid  graduate  assistants,  George  Omen,  Yong-ok  Park  and 
Mike  Zavatsky  have  worked  for  the  project  during  the  period.  Mr.  Zavatsky, 
however,  left  for  East  Asia  at  the  end  of  December  for  his  field  study. 


4.5  Other  staff  members 

We  have  had  four  specialists  work  for  the  project  during  the  period: 
Charles  Wall  (Computer  Programmer),  Sumie  Ono  (Data  Archivist), 

Ora  Mae  Barber  (Administrative  Assistant)  and  Grace  Rummel  (Proof 
Reader) .

5.1  DON  Staff  Meeting 

During  this  quarter,  staff  meetings  were  held  every  other  week.  Most 
of  the  meetings  were  devoted  to  discussions  of  technical  problems  occurring 
on  routine  jobs.

The  speakers  and  their  topics  of  discussion  were:  Charles  Wall  (Revised 
Version  of  CODE  0991  SYSTEM);  R.  J.  Rummel  (Data  Error;  Key  Sort  Method); 
and  Yong-ok  Park  (Some  Problems  in  the  Application  cf.  Statistical  Models 
to  Social  Sciences).
